General Craig at Leavenworth 

In his first address strictly ser 
vice audience since he

General Brees, Members of the Facully, and

I am very happy to be with you and to 
congratulate you on your successful comple 
tion of your strenuous course at this splendid 
school of advanced military science. Through 
out the country the month of June is largely 
given over to commencement addresses in 
vhich adolescent graduates are given gratul 
tous advice as to how to make their lives a 
brilliant success.

However, the members of this class are more 
mature. Not only has your choice of a career 
been made but you have already achieved such 
that the Government has felt war 
ranted in considering you worthy of training 
for high command and important staff duty. 
Your military education was neither begun 
or completed at this school. Indeed, by now 
I think you have realized that military edu 
cation is continuous. The successful officer is 
ever the student.

Navy-Marine Corps Promotion 

Unless the General Board submits its 
report on the investigation of the selec 
tion system within the next few days, and 
this is not expected, the nature of its 
recommendations may be determined hy 
new members who will report the follow 
ing change of Fleet commands, June 24

study of the personnel situation has been 
going on since January, it is expected 
that the two new members, bringing with 
them the viewpoint of the Fleet, may be 
expected to plunge into an intensive study 
of the hearings of the Board to date and 
play a prominent part in preparing recom 
mendations as to the personnel system 
which may affect every officer of the 
Navy and Marine Corps. 

So far, all that has officially 
of the Board’s study is a statement that 
it would probably recommend that a 
change be made in the method of promo 
tion to lieutenant commander, whereby 
elimination would be less drastic than at 
present, Acting upon this informal 
recommendation, the Navy Department 
informed Congress that a four appoint 
ment basis rather than a five appointment

Advancement of Army 
tnlisted Men Approved 


Coincident with the passage of legisla- 
tion permitting the President to fix the 
distribution of enlisted men in grades and 
ratings, making possible expansion of the 
non-commissioned grades to meet the 
needs of the modernized Army, the War 
Department announced this week the dis 
tribution among branches of the addi 
tional grades and ratings allowed under 
the appropriation act for the next fiseal 
year, 

Under the increase funds allowed for 
enlisted pay next year, 14,014 additional 
men will be allowed in Grades 1 through 
6, making possible some 24,000 promotions 
in enliste!d grades above the number al- 
lowed this year. Besides this, there will 
be 6,151 additional specialists’ ratings 
allowed above the current number. 

Passage of the grades and ratings bill, 
S. 4123, has nothing to do with the ad 
ditional promotions allowed under next 
year’s appropriations. It is designed to 
furnish the Army with a more flexible 
system of enlisted promotions than at 
present and ultimately permit some éx 
pansion of the upper grades which will be 
required with the increasingly more 
greatly mechanized and motorized Army. 
The extent of the expansion of the upper 
grades will depend upon future appro 
priations, As next year’s appropriations 
are already determined, the distribution 
of grades and ratings will be in accord 
aunee with the tables shown below. 

What has been intended under 8, 412% 
for next year is that the Air Corps and 
possibly one or two other branches may 
experiment with a different distribution 
The Air Corps would like to try out a 
system without ratings, dividing its funds 
according to men in the seven grades, 
Hlowever, it is doubtful that a change will 
be adopted for next year at this late date. 
The matter is undergoing a General Staff 


study and some decision is expected 
within the next week, 
The grades and ratings bill, S. 4123, 


was passed by the House June 15, with an 
amendment making certain that it did 
not surrender to the President, Congress’ 
authority to fix the total number of en 
listed men in the Army. The amendment 
was agreed to in the Senate the follow 
ing day and the bill is now before the 
President for signature. His approval is 
assured

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- Bernard M. Baruch’s Neutrality Program for U.S. Discussed by Editors 


Considerable editorial comment has flowed from proposals made by Mr. Bernard 
M. Baruch, chairman of the War Industries Board during President Woodrow Wil- 
son's administration, outlined a program of neutrality for the United States. The 
proposed program would forbid loans or credit to belligerent nations, refuse the 
sale of lethal weapons, require that sales to warring nations be on a “cash on the 
barrel-head and come and get it” basis and withdraw the protection of the 
American flag from shipments and passage on belligerent vessels. In the following 
editorials, Mr. Baruch’s program is discussed along with the threats of war 
throughout the world and the warning to the United States to maintian a hands 
off policy. - 


“Bernard M. Baruch, who was chairman of the War Industries Board during 
the administration of President Wilson, outlines a program of neutrality for the 
United States that has earmarks of soundness and commonsense,” comments the 
Jacksonville, Fla., Times Union, “It gets away from the idea of sanctions, boycotts, 
and embargoes, which he believes are ineffective, and might even draw the nation 
into a conflict for such is not a policy of neutrality, but one of participation and 
of telling other nations when they can and can’t fight. * * * 

“Had this policy been in force during the World War the United States would 
have been relieved of the responsibility of the Lusitania incident.” 





“Under existing conditions in the World,” observes the Wheeling, W. Va., 
Intelligencer, “it is perhaps more important than at any time since the great war, 
that the people of the United States devote serious attention to the important 
business of keeping out of war. 

“How to promote and preserve our neutrality has been a subject much before 
the people and the Congress. And it is not a subject so easily disposed of as 
might be supposed. When we restrict trade with belligerents through sanctions, 
we in effect take side in the matter. When we attempt to apply the doctrine of 
‘freedom of the seas’ we may be inviting attack which would force us into war. 
When we set up a hard and fast rule for legislation which would apply to all 
conditions and at all times, we are attempting the impractical.” 





In speaking of Mr. Baruch’s neutrality program, the Buffalo, N. Y., Courier 
Hapress, said: 

“Perhaps time alone can tell whether true neutrality can be reduced to any 
formula, however ramified and elaborate. Certain it is that things which most 
tend to undermine attempted neutrality are psychological factors. By a strange 
paradox, nationalism has its greatest enemy in nationalism. Secure isolation is a 
delusion as long as there are externally directed sympathies. If all) Americans

“Dr. Charles Wesley Fling. who is retiring as chancellor of Syracuse University 
to become a Methodist bishop, believes that the best way to avoid war is to hp 
prepared for it,” reports the San Francisco, Chronicle, 

“He dees not share in the emotional, not to say slightly hysterical, opposition 
to the ROTC in colleges. He thinks the notion that military training in the schools 
puts militarism into the students is an airy figment of the brain. 

“What is more Dr. Fling is prepared to prove it. Fourteen years ago hp 
questioned the members cf the ROTC at Syracuse. Only 8 per cent said their 
thoughts had been at all militarized by the drill they got. The remaining 92 per 
cent had not been inoculated with war. Far from it, of this 92 per cent more than 
a quarter said they had been made to like war less by the drill they had undergone 

“Recently Dr. Flint repeated his questionnaire, finding a greatly increased 
number of students who wanted no truck with war.” 


“In the British mind Russia, though now communistic instead of Czarist, stil) 
looms as Mr. Kipling’s ‘bear that walks like a man,’ “thinks the Newark, N, J, 
News, “But Britain knows Russia has the largest, and perhaps the most effective 
army on earth and is at present directing her attention toward navy building, 
Obviously, then, the British need some sort of naval understanding with Russia, 
but reaching it is not proving any easy business. 

“The reason for this is that each of two European nations—Russia and 
Germany thinks of herself as liable simultaneously to be beset by two enemies 
Russia might be engaged in war at the same time by both Germany and Japan 
on land and sea. Germany might have to bear the brunt of land attacks on two 
flanks by Russia and France, and by Russia on the sea as well. Naturally, then, 
the Germans, though they have a tentative and quantitative naval agreement with 
the British, entered into without the slightest regard for the obligations of the 
Versailles Treaty, are not going to limit themselves as to the types of warcraft they 
might employ against Russia on the Baltic. 

“The Russians, just as naturally, are not inclined to describe in detail their 
naval building plans lest the Japanese, who, after the first of the year, will be 
utterly footloose in this regard and disinclined to reveal their own, get hold of 
them. Germany is vastly concerned because of the recent Franco-Russian defensive 
alliance, which could easily enough be converted into an offensive alliance should 
occasion demand, and because Russia has the world’s largest air fleet which 
could easily be employed against her, 

“So here is a situation, now that all thought of continuing an effective five 
power naval agreement has gone by the board, and Washingten and London naval 
pacts are passing into history, to give the world grave concern.”

Presentation of the mural, which covers 
2450 square feet of wall in Washington 
Hall, was a high point of the annual 
alumni exercises which were presided 
over by Maj. Gen. William TD). Connor, 
Superintendent of the Academy. The 
WPA artist, Mr. Johnson, described 
briefly his purpose in creating the mural. 

Executed in egg tempera on plaster, 
the mural has required over a year of 
steady paintings for its completion, pre 
ceded by a year of research studies and 
preparation of designs and scale enlarge 
ments. The panorama of history, with 
battles which were deciding factors that 
swayed the course of events, is its theme. 
It is eagerly derived from Lord Crecy's 
“Fifteen Decisive Battles of History.” 
The first sketches were made by Mr. 
Johnson in 1934 for the Public Works of 
Art Project, which was followed by the 
WPA Federal Art Project. To finish the 
panel, 70 by 35 feet, took from April, 1935, 
to the present, about six months alone 
being needed to make the cartoons which 
were transferred to the wall for the final 
painting. Egg tempera done with earth 
colors is a permanent medium and gives 
a palette similar to the buon fresco. 

Of primary interest to Americans is 
the section dealing with the World War, 
which shows Joffre, the hero of the first 
battle of the Marne. Beginning with the 
fall of Cyrus at Babylon in 588 B. C., the 
mural traces the chronology from Mara 
thon and Alexander the Great through 
the crucial conflicts of ancient times up to 
the Crusades, the battles of Hastings and 
Crecy, Constantinople and Granaow and 
so to modern days, Saratoga of American 
Revolutionary fame, Waterloo and Get- 
tysburg, ending with the battle of the 
Marne. ‘his panorama of war in history

president Roosevelt on June 16 
signed the Air Corps combined personnel 
pill (HR 11920) authorizing five year ac- 
tive duty details for 1,350 air reserve 
officers, revising the temporary advanced 
rank law, and redefining the term “fly- 
ing officer.” 

Under the present system graduates of 
the Air Corps Training Center have been 
given one year’s active duty as flying 
cadets with tactical units and another 
year as second lieutenants of the re- 
erve. Appropriations have limited the 
total of such reserve officers to about 300. 
Under the new law they will be author- 
iged to serve three years active duty as 
reserve second lieutenants and two years 
as reserve first lieutenants and upon final 
discharge, after at least three years of 
euch active duty, they will be given a 
ponus of $500. Furthermore, 1,350 of 
them may be maintained on active duty. 
This number will be necssary to man the 
increased number of planes proposed for 
the Air Corps. , 

The redefinition of the term flying offi- 
cer will permit officers of the corps who 
still perform flight duty under ratings as 
“aircraft observers,” although no longer 
qualified as pilots, to receive the aviation 
pay of their rank and forestalls a possible 
future situation whereby the Air Corps 
having exceeded its limit of 10 per cent 
non-flying officers would be put to the 
elimination of capable, experienced offi- 
vers without any method set up for its 
accomplishment. 
iin temenarary advanced rank revision 
changes the allotment of such advanced 
rank from the basis of duty assignment 
to that of seniority. Immediately the 
bill was signed all previous temporary 
rank was cancelled and new nominations 
gent to the Senate where they were re- 
ported out favorably by the Military Af- 
fairs Committee yesterday. 

The Adjutant General of the Army 
under date of June 17 notified the service 
as follows: ; 

“All temporary ranks, in whatever 
grade, held by Air Corps officers of the 
Regular Army on June 16th under the 
provisions of section three, Act of Con- 
gress approved July 2, 1926, are termi- 
nated effective June 16, 1936, and all 
temporary ranks, in whatever grade, con- 
ferred effective at a future date, under 
the provisions of that Act, are revoked. 
Commanding officers are authorized to 
make any readjustments in duty assign- 
ments regardless of War Department 
orders placing officers on specific assign- 
earrying with them temporary 
rank. Temporary promotions under 
authority contained in Act approved 
June 16th, 1936, will be announced in the 
near future. Notify immediately all con- 
cerned under your command.”

General Andrews will be reassigned to 
the command of the GHQ Air Force and 
the five brigadier generals will be as- 
signed to the command of the three Wings 
of the GHQ Air Force and the two com- 
posite wings in Hawaii and the Panama 
Canal Zone.

He is a graduate of the Com- 
mand and General Staff School and the 
Army War College. 

General Brant was born in Towa and 
was graduated from the Military Acad- 
emy in 1904, when he was appointed a 
second lieutenant of Cavalry. He became 
a flyer during the World War and served 
as Assistant Director of Military Aero- 
nautics in Washington. He has been in 
Command of the Third Wing, GHQ Air 
Force, since March 2, 1935. 

General Yount is a native of Ohio and 
a graduate of the Military Academy of 
the Class of 1908. After several years’ 
service in the Infantry he entered the 
Aviation service during the World War.

reneral Brett is a native of Cleveland, 
Ohio. He was graduated from the Vir- 





ginia Military Institute in 1909 and en- 
tered the Military Service in 1910 as a 
second lieutenant of Philippine Scouts. 
He served in France with the Aviation 
Section of the Signal Corps during the 
World War. He is a graduate of the 
Command and General Staff School at 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kansas, and has served 
there as an Air Corps Instructor. He 
will graduate from the Army War Col 
lege next week, 

The nominations also include the tem 
porary promotion of 12 lieutenant-col- 
onels to be colonels; 36 majors to be 
lieutenant-colonels; and 204 captains to 
be majors; a total of 252 temporary pro 
motions all taken by seniority from the 
Army’s relative rank list. This number 
combined with the 119 permanent field 
officers now assigned to the Air Corps 
will give that branch a total of 371 field 
officers.

Contract for 77 Pursuit Planes 

Assistant Secretary of War Woodring 
has announced the award of a contraet 
for the construction of 77 single-seatey 
pursuit airplanes, and for the construe 
tion of spare parts equivalent to 8 air. 
planes, to the Seversky Aircraft Cop. 
poration of Farmingdale, Long Island 
New York. The total amount of the 
award is $1,636,250. 

The airplane is of the all-metal low 
wing monoplane, single engine type, with 
retractable landing gear, and represents 
a marked advance in performance oyer 
types of Pursuit airplanes now in ger. 
vice. It has an inclosed cockpit for the 
protection of personnel at high speeds and 
altitudes, with resultant low tempera. 
tures, at which an airplane of this type 
normally operates. It is powered with 
the latest developed Pratt and Whitney 
two-row radial engine. 

A manually controlled constant speed 
multi-position propeller is employed hay. 
ing sufficient range of pitch change to 
provide maximum efficiency in take-off, 
climb and high speed, and also to pre. 
vent excessive over-speed in a dive. 

The airplane is as small as is consis. 
tent with the performance demanded and 
loads carried. It has a monocoque 
fuselage and cantilever wings and tail 
surfaces. It is equipped with flaps which 
increase the allowable gliding angle above

San Francisco Naval Base 

Construction of a West Coast naval 
supply base in San Francisco Bay, com- 
parable in size and facilities to the East 
Coast base at Hampton Roads, Va. was 
proposed this week by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy, Admiral 
Standley, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, sent to Congress, June 15, a draft 
of legislation authorizing the acquisition 
of a tract of land “in the San Francisco 
Bay region” and construction of supply 
base thereon. No limit of cost was fixed 
in the bill written at the Department and 
introduced by Representative Carl Vin- 
son as HR 12969. It was declared in the 
accompanying letter, however, that the 
total estimated cost of the base under 
the plans drawn was $12,000,000. 

Declaring that the base is “an impera- 
tive necessity in the event of national 
emergency in the Pacific and is also es- 
sential to efficient peace-time operation of 
the Fleet,” Admiral Standley asked that 
the bill be considered during the present 
session. With adjournment planned for 
tomorrow night, however, no attempt 
wus made to take up the measure this 


year. It will have to be reintroduced and 
pressed at the next Congress next 
Winter. 


No intimation was given as to the loca- 
tion of the site for the base, which it is 
declared, “has been tentatively selected.” 
A number of sites have been under con- 
sideration and the one chosen is being 
kept secret by the Navy Department to 
prevent real estate speculators from 
driving up the price. The letter from 
the Department to Congress proposing 
the bill, follows: 

There is transmitted herewith a draft of a 
proposed bill “To authorize the acquisition of 
lands in the San Francisco Bay area as a site 
for a Naval Supply Base and to authorize the 
construction and installation of facilities for 
a Naval Supply Base thereon. 

The purpose of this bill is indicated In the 
title. 

This is an item additional to those con- 
tained in the authorization bill for public 
works of the Naval shore establishment, 
which is now pending before the Congress and 
which totals $30,000,000. This item, although 
of higher priority than all but two of those 
appearing in the pending bill referred to, 
could not be included by the Navy Depart- 
ment in the list of projects submitted for 
authorization in that measure for the rea- 
son that no final determination of a definite 
site had been made and, consequently, no de 
tailed estimates of cost could be given. 

A suitable site, known to be available in 
the San Francisco Bay area, has now been 
tentatively selected and plans have been 
drawn of capacity approximately equal to 
that of the Naval Supply Depot at Hampton 
Roads. The total estimated cost of the proj- 
ect, including purchase, relinquishment of 
franchise rights, buildings, piers, utilities, 
dredging and filling is $12,000,000. 

This project will provide for an imperative 
necessity in the event of national emergency 
in the Pacific and is also essential to efficient 
peace-time operation of the Fleet. It is there, 
fore considered of the utmost importance that 
the project receive Congressional authoriza- 
tion during the present session in order that 
funds to obtain the site and to start construc- 
tion may be included in the Navy budget es- 
timates for the fiscal year 1988. 

The Navy Department recommends that the 
proposed legislation be enacted. 

The proposed legislation is in accord with 
the program of the President. 

The text of the bill follows: 

A bill to authorize the acquisition of lands 
in the San Francisco Bay area as a site for 
a naval supply base and to authorize the 
construction and installation of facilities for 
a naval supply base thereon. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of the Navy be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to acquire in behalf of the United States, by 
purehase, donation, or otherwise, including 
purchase of existing franchise rights, a tract

ef land situated in the San Francisco Bay 
region and sufficient for the construction 
thereon of a naval supply base. 

Sec.2. The Secretary of the Navy is further 
authorized to construct, install, purchase, and 
equip at said naval supply base such build- 
ing and utilities, piers, bulkheads, dredging, 
filling and grading, roads, railroads, sewera 
and waterworks, power generation and dis- 
tribution systems, transportation and weight- 
handling equipment, and such other faeilties 
and accessories as, in the opinion of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, may be required for the 
construction, operation, maintenance, and re- 
pair of a naval supply base. 

Sec. 3. There is authorized to be appro- 
priated, out of any money in the Treasury 
of the United States not otherwise appro- 
priated, such sums as may be necessary te 
effectuate the purposes of this Act. 


Pass Allowances Bill 

Enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who draw allowances for quarters 
and subsistence would be entitled to 
draw such allowances while sick in the 
hospital or absent from the permanent 
duty station in a pay status, under the 
terms of a bill passed by Congress this 
week. 

Existing law gives this right to Army 
enlisted men, but under a decision of the 
Comptroller General it was held that 
Navy and Marine Corps would lose their 
allowances while in the hospital or ab- 
sent from permanent duty station in a 
pay status. Considerable hardship result 
to the families of men who lose their 
allowances under this decision. The bill, 
S. 1976, was passed by the Senate, Aug. 
19, 1935 and by the House June 15, 1936. 
Approval by the President is assured.

Marine Corps Promotion 

Rulings by the Navy Department on 
the promotion and retirement of cap- 
tains of the Marine Corps 45 years of 
age were made public this week as fol- 
lows: 

“(1) Captains in the Marine Corps 
who, prior to July 22, 1935, had been 
recommended for selection for promotion 
to the next higher grade and whose 
names were on a promotion list on that 
date, and who now are, or will become 
forty-five years of age prior to June 30, 
1936, will be ineligible for promotion on 
and after June 30, 1936. 

“(2) Other captains in the Marine 
Corps who have attained or will attain 
the age of forty-five years prior to June 
30 in any fiscal year may not be pro- 
moted on or after that date even though 
recommended for selection and their 
names placed on a promotion list prior 
to that date. 

“(3) Captains in the Marine Corps 
who have attained the age of forty-five 
years and who have not been recom- 
mended for selection, will be subject to 
retirement on June 80 of the calendar 
year in which they complete twenty-one 
years’ commissioned service, provided 
they have once been considered by a 
selection board. Captains who have been 
recommended for selection and who have 





attained the age of forty-five years wij] 
not be subject to retirement upon the 
completion of twenty-one years’ commis 
sioned service unless their names haye 
been dropped from the promotion ligt 
prior to that time, but will be continueg 
in the service in the rank of captaip 
until they have attained the age of sixty. 
four years, or until they voluntarily re. 
tire prior to that time, or are retired 
or separated from the service under ey. 
isting laws for reasons other than com. 
pletion of a period of service or age, 





Selection of Navy Aviation 
Specialists 

The Navy Department has held as 
now invalid the Act of June 24, 199% 
providing that the fact that navy com. 
manders and lieutenant commanders 
specialize in aviation shall not jeopard- 
ize their selection to the next higher 
grade but that they may on their own 
request be designated as oflicers to be 
carried as additional numbers in the 
next higher grade. 

The decision follows: 

The Act of June 24, 1926 (44 Stat. 767, see. 
3, par. 6) provided that— 

“Any officer of the Navy, line, or staff 
of the permanent rank or grade of ecom- 
mander or lieutenant commander, at the 
time of the passage of this Act who has 
specialized in aviation for such a period of 
time as to jeopardize his selection for pro- 
motion or advancement to the next higher 
grade or rank under existing provisions of 
law and whose service in aviation has been 
in the publie interest shall be so notified 
by the Secretary of the Navy and at bis 
own request be designated as an officer who 
will be carried as an additional number in 
the next higher grade or rank not above 
the grade of captain if and when promoted 
or advanced thereto: Provided, That selec- 
tion boards in cases of such officers shall 
confine their consideration to the fitness 
alone of such officers for promotion, not te 
the comparative fitness of such officers,” 

Held that the above quoted enactment was 
not general and permanent legislation, since 
it was in terms limited to a particular class 
of officers, namely, those who on the date 
of the act were commanders or lieutenant 
commanders in the line or staff of the Navy, 
and who, on that date, had specialized in 
aviation for such a period of time as to 
jeopardize their selection under provisions 
of law which existed on June 24, 1926. 
Further held that, the opportunities for 
selection in both the line and staff of the 
Navy having. very materially increased as 
the result of changes made in the law since 
June 24, 1926, the above quoted enactment 
may not now legally be invoked in the case 
of an officer of the Construction Corps who 
has become eligible for consideration by @ 


selection board, partly because of laws 
which were not in force on that date. (File:

people to provide for the Common defense. In accordance therewith, the matter of 
our defense never has been a partisan issue. Republicans and Democrats have joined 
together in voting support for our necessary protection. This particularly has been 
true under the present Administration. Due to the initiative and interest of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and the approval of Congress, our Army and Navy are reaching a 
condition where they will be able to provide greater protection than ever before in 
time of peace for our territory and our vital interests. The Regular Army at last 
has been authorized the strength in enlisted personnel which our military experts 
regard as the necessary minimum. The other components, the National Guard and 
the Reserves, are obtaining an equipment and training which will make them valu- 
able members of our defense plans. The Navy is assured of construction to Treaty 
limits which means that within a reasonable time it will attain the point where it 
will be second to none, The Marine Corps is in better state today to discharge its 
mission. Our Air forces, also, are being provided with modern equipment. All this 
by no means indicates that the Services are without many important essentials for 
their efficient operation. Morale, for example, requires pay revision, restoration of 
the reenlistment allowance, naval promotion reform, ete. But, by and large, there 
has been effective progress in preparedness. That progress should not be halted. 
There is no doubt that the Platform to be adopted by the Democratic Convention 
meeting next week, will heartily endorse the policies of the President, which are 
designed to provide us with protection in a world that may at any moment become 
involved in war far more destructive than that of 1914-1918. The Republican Conven- 
tion contented itself with inserting in its Platform a declaration in favor of “ade- 
quate” defense on land and sea and in the air. Governor Landon and Colonel Knox, 
both veterans, are aware of the needs of the Nation in this matter. The former 
has announced he does not believe in disarmament by example, the latter, in a 
statement to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, has stated boldly his determination to 
support a strong Army and a strong Navy. The Republican Platform, however, pro- 
claims a purpose to apply vigorous economy in government. It has been the experi- 
ences of the Services that the pruning knife is applied first ‘to them. In order that 
the people, and especially those in favor of National Defense, should know his true 
attitude, we urge Governor Landon to explain promptly his understanding of the 
word “adequate” in the Platform of his Party. Aside from the patriotic societies, 
there are 900,000 men in the National Defense components who are concerned that 
there shall be no weakening of our weapons. They will await with personal interest 
the promised statement of the Governor. 


THE EFFECT OF PACIFISM UPON SECURITY and markets, heretofore re- 
vealed by the purility of China, is brought home more clearly by developments in 
Pngland. Following an intensive and unproductive recruiting drive, A. Duff Cooper, 
British Minister of War, stated: “We are faced with a powerful campaign by people 
in this country who are doing everything in their power to discourage young men from 
joining the Services.” The figures he presents supports this statement—shortage of 
12,000 in the Regular Army of 100,000 strength ; 40,000 in the Territorial Army, and 
7,000 in the anti-Aircraft force authorized to number 11,000 men. Just as some of 
the Church organizations and Universities in this country are propagandizing against 
preparedness, so have many of the Pastors of the Church of England and Universities 
been preaching, with the dire recruiting results described by Minister Duff. In order 
to bring the Army and the Navy up to the new strength which the imperative needs 
of the British Government require, the Associated Press reports a movement for 
peacetime conscription. It is fortunate no such situation prevails in the United 
States as exists in England. Both the Army and the Navy find an ample number of 
young men anxious to serve with our colors, probably due to the more attractive 
inducements and opportunities which are offered. Nevertheless, there is no doubt 
that particularly among some of our Church organizations and Universities, the 
pacifistic movement is growing. An educational campaign, particularly by the Chap- 
lains, who are members of the organizations infected, and by patriotic speakers before 
Universities, would be helpful in arresting a tendency which threatens our safety in 
a world admittedly on the eve of another international war.

Naval Reserve Aviation Class 

The first class of 1937 of aviation 
cadets of the Naval Reserve is now com- 
pleting elimination flight training at the 
various Naval Reserve aviation bases.

Five hundred and thirty Naval ROTC 
students are making a three-weeks train- 
ing cruise in vessels from Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts ports. 

The Naval ROTC unit from Harvard 
University embarked at Boston in the 
destroyers USS J. Fred Talbott, and 
USS Tillman, and the unit from the 
Northwestern University embarked in 
the destroyers USS Herbert and USS 
Leary at the Washington Navy Yard, 
June 15.

The 
destroyers with the Harvard and North- 
western units will arrive at the Navy 
Yard, New York, July 3, and Monday, 
July 6, proceed to the ports at which 
their Naval ROTC students embarked. 

On the west coast, the Naval ROTC 
students from the University of Cali- 
fornia embarked June 15, at San Fran- 
cisco, the Freshmen and Sophomores on 
the battleship USS New York and the 
Juniors in the destroyer USS Broome.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Collection of State Gas Tax on Army and Navy Reservations.—Both the Army 
and Navy have taken steps toward the carrying out of the recent amendment to the 
Federal road aid bill which makes gasoline and oil sold by post exchanges, commis- 
saries and all like agencies on Government reservations subject to taxation by the 
State in which located, The Quartermaster Corps of the Army is making a study of 
ways and means of collection of the tax, it is understood, and will soon prepaie a 
circular letter to guide the officers and enlisted men out in the field. An ALNAYV has 
already been prepared by the Supplies and Account division of the Navy Department 
and is awaiting the Paymaster General’s signature. Just what method of collection 
will be used was not made known by either service. 

The proviso increases the price of gasoline purchased by personnel of the armed 
services by as much as six cents per gaclon in many cases, Formerly post exchanges, 
commissuries, ships’ service stores, ships’ stores and similar agencies were located on 
military reservations over which the United States exercised exclusive jurisdiction. 
Despite the fact that such reservations are within the geographical limits of the 
States, the States’ jurisdiction did not include the reservations. 

Service personnel, almost entirely use privately owned automobiles in the trans- 
action of Government business. Existing law provides no compensation for either the 
gasoline and oil used or the wear and tear on the car. Therefore, the bill places an 
additional burden on the personnel of the services which had heretofore never been 
encountered. 











Fleet Repairs at Pearl Harbor—The decision of the Navy Department to expand 
the repair facilities at the Navy Yard, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and to build up 
the skilled mechanics there, is being widely discussed with approval in the Fleet 
as significant of the Nayy’s determination to be prepared for any eventuality in 
the Pacific. Until the light cruiser Richmond was assigned to Pearl Harbor for a 
major overhaul that is scheduled for completion early in July, the naval work at 
the Hawaiian base had been restricted to repair of submarines and the small units 
of the mine force basing on the islands. 

Karly this spring, it was decided to send the heavy cruiser Portland to Pearl 
Harbor for overhaul, following the completion of the Richmond, and now it is 
announced by Admiral William D. Leahy, commander-in-chief of the Battle Force, 
that Pearl Harbor is to be further expanded this summer by assignments of the 
radio controlled battleship Utah, the hospital ship Relief and the submarine tender, 
Medusa. 

In order to prosecute the repair and overhaul work on these four units of the 
fleet, it is anticipated that the officers at Pearl Harbor will be required to import 
a considerable number of skilled naval mechanics from the mainland and if this 
expanded crew of workmen are to be kept intact and ready, it will be necessary 
for the Navy Department to completely revise the overhaul schedules of the fleet, 
cytting down the naval repair work that has formerly been sent to the Navy 
Yards at Mare Island and at Bremerton. 

It is generally believed in the Fleet that the decision to prepare Pearl Harbor 
for the repairing of major units of the fleet expeditiously and in accordance with 
the best mechanical standards of the mainland yards in the event of war in the 
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mid-Pacific, has met with the usual opposition from the political and other groupe 
that surround all navy yards. 

Now that the ice has been broken by the assignment of the ships named aboye 
the feeling in the fleet is that Pearl Harbor should not in the future be withoy 
at least one large ship of the navy under overhaul. Only by such a forward looking 
policy, can this vital base be prepared to perform its real function in the even 
of a naval engagement in mid-Pacific that conceivably can result in crippling 
number of units of the fleet. The speed with which these injured ships could be 
made ready for the battle line after an engagement, might be decisive. 

One of the most important requirements to prepare Pearl Harbor for any 
eventuality, is to build up a force of mechanics, who are skilled and experienced 
in the repair and overhaul of the complicated and varied kinds of electrical anq 
mechanical equipment of a modern ship of the fleet. Obviously, men of the king 
required cannot be assembled and trained for this class of work in a few weeks or 
even a few months. Actually, such a force of men can be gotten together ang 
trained only after a number of years, during which they must be assured of 
steady employment. This means necessarily, work at Pearl Harbor, since Hawajj 
has no industrial plants to absorb mechanics who may be laid off from naval work, 


Zattleship Schedules—When the battleships and other units of the fleet that have 
been assigned to make the cruise to Honolulu beginning June 29th, depart from 
their bases, there will be three new battleship captains making their initial com. 
mand cruises. In the Arizona, will be Capt. George A. Alexander, who has just 
relieved Capt. George M. Baum; Capt. W. R. Furlong will be in the West Virginia, 
having recently taken over from Captain Roscoe F. Dillon and in the New Mexico, 
will be Captain Frank Jack Fletcher, who commands in place of Capt. Charles ¢, 
Soule. 

After the battleships return in the early fall, Capt. Harvey Delano wil assume 
command of the Idaho. Meanwhile, he will continue to serve on the staff of the 
War College at Newport. 

Coincident with the departure of the California for regular overhaul at Bremer. 
ton, the flag of Admiral William D. Leahy was shifted on June 11th to the Ten. 
nessee, and on the arrival of the ships at San Francisco on July 1, Admiral Leahy 
will again shift to the New Mexico, which is expected to join her mates for the 
Hawaiian cruise, having completed the repairs to the turbines that were disabled 
during the maneuvers in the Bay of Panama. Two of the battleships of the fleet 
will remain at Long Beach during the cruise. These are the Mississippi and the 
Nevada, their services having been required at the home base for gunnery 
school ships. 

Accompanying the battleships, to Honolulu, will be the Utah, the hospital 
ship Relief, the submarine tender, Medusa, twelve destroyers, and nine submarines. 
The submarines are scheduled to remain in the Hawaiian area until the autumn 
quarter. The battleships and the destroyers are due to return to their bases on 
August 23. 

The eight heavy cruisers that made the good will cruise to Callao, Peru, and to 
Valparaiso, Chile, are expected to be back at their Long Beach anchorages on 
June 17. 


Construction of Battleships.—Keels for the two new battleships authorized by 
this Congress will be laid “very soon” after January 1 when the London Treaty of 1930 
expires, Admiral William H. Standley, Acting Secretary of the Navy said at his press 
conference this week. 

When questioned about the Navy’s plan to seek congressional appropriations to 
match Great Britain’s reported plan to replace seven of its battleships, Admiral 
Standley replied that the Navy Department plans to stretch the United States build- 
ing plan out over a period of years with about an equal amount of building each year, 
instead of crowding it into three years as dispatches from London says Britain will do. 
This he pointed out will be in accordance with his plan of making for an adequate 
Navy, with replacements to occur yearly in the various ship categories. The fifteen 
battleships should be completely replaced over a period of 26 years which was set as 
the age limit of a battleship by the 1936 London Naval Conference, he said. The 
battleship Arizona is now unfit to take her place in the battle line, Admiral Standley 
stated. 


Loud Speaker Tested by Coast Guard Plane.—Newly constructed public address 
equipment, which is expected to be installed in several selected Coast Guard airplanes 
and cutters in the principal hurricane areas to facilitate the spread of warnings to 
fishermen of the sudden approach of a storm, was tested by the U. 8. Coast Guard at 
Fort Hunt, Va., June 17. 

Weighing about 115 pounds, the equipment which consists of an amplifier, micro 
phone, loud speaker and mountings, is powerful enough to be heard for a mile around 
at an altitude of 3,500 feet. In the test flight the reception was best at an altitude of 
about 250 and 500 feet, but the sound could be heard distinctly when the plane 
climbed to over 3,000 feet. 


Important Scientific Contribution—On Tuesday afternoon the Government Print 
ing Office issued the first copy of Volume One of the Fourth Series of the Jndex Cate 
logue of the Army Medical Library (Library of the Surgeon General's Office). This, 
as the editor of the work says in the introduction, is a milestone in scientific advance. 

Founded in 1880 by the late Dr. John Shaw Billings, the famed bibliographer and 
designer of the Johns Hopkins Hospital, the work at once became the world’s accepted 
standard of medical bibliography. It is in use in every medical school and every 
medical library throughout the world. In it one is able to find practically everything 
that has been written in medical science (including dentistry, veterinary medicine, 
public health, child welfare, ete.) in any country or in any language. It is the most 
comprehensive piece of bibliography ever attempted in any field of knowledge. The 
catalogue not only lists all books, theses and pamphlets, but every article in every 
issue of every journal. 

Ordinarily one volume of this work has appeared each year but in 1932 available 
appropriations were reduced so that no copies have appeared since then until the 
volume that has just come from the press. The news that this publication was to be 
resumed was hailed with enthusiasm by the medical profession of the world, and 
editorial comment has been most kind. 

The Library of which this catalogue is the index is the largest medical library 02 
earth and is usually one of the first places of interest visited by foreign scientists 
coming to the National Capital. It occupies, with the Army Medical Museum (the 
largest in the country), the well-known red brick building at 7th Street and Indepel 
dence Avenue, 8. W., next to the old National Museum. Any physician, medical stl 
dent or other qualified person is free to use this magnificent collection. It is col 
ducted under the direction of the Surgeon General of the Army, Maj. Gen. Charles 
R. Reynolds. 

It was the Army Medical Library and its Index Catalogue that the late Prof. 
William H. Welch of Johns Hopkins called “America’s Greatest Contribution [ 
Medicine.” Maj. Edgar Erskine Hume, the Librarian, will attend the meeting of the 
Medical Library Association next week in Saint Paul, Minn., and exhibit the first 
volume of the new series of the Index Catalogue.

Provisional Bonus Bill Passes 


More than 2,500 former provisional 
officers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps would be entitled to the World 
War bonus under the terms of legisla- 
tion passed by the House, June 1, 

The bill, already passed by the Senate, 
would authorize payment of the bonus to 
persons who served as provisional officers 
of the Regular Services below the rank 
of major during the War and when left 
the service honorably prior to Jan. 1, 
1922. A clarifying amendment inserted 
by the House was later in the week 
agreed to by the Senate and the measure 
sent to the President. Whether he will 
sign it is problematical. The Bureau of 
Budget has been opposed to its enact- 
ment. 

As amended by the terms of the bill 
(S. 3257), section 202 b (enumerating 
those not entitled to the bonus) of the 
World War Adjusted Compensation Act 
would read as follows: 

“(b) Any individual holding a permanent 
or provisional commission or permanent or 
acting warrant in any branch of the military 
or naval forces, or (while holding such com- 
mission or warrant) serving under a tempo- 
rary commission in a higher grade—in each 
ease for the period of service under such 
commission or warrant or in such higher 
grade after the accrual of the right to pay 
thereunder. This subdivision shall not apply 
to any noncommissioned officer nor to any 
provisional, probationary, or temporary offi- 
cer of the military or naval forces under 
the grade of major or lieutenant commander, 
who was honorably separated from the mili- 





tary or naval service prior to Jan. 1, 1922. 
Provided, That applications under this act 
must be made within 1 year from the date 
of enactment.”

Two picked teams of poloists fought to 
a 6-6 tie here June 7 in the most excit- 
ing contest of the year.

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Battleships versus Bombs—General 
1 Mitchell’s epoch-making bomb attack 
on the “Ostfriesland” off the Virginia 
Capes, in 1921, started the endless con- 
troversy of aircraft versus battleships. 
Lord Monsell, the present First Lord of 
the British Admirality, with the greatest 
fleet in the world at stake, as it were— 
has issued a declaration that cannot pos- 
sibly be ignored because of its authori- 
tative source. He remarked, that there 
could be no final decision unless there 
was a war; until aircraft were fired 
upon, there could be no realism; no 
country had shown the slightest sign of 
doing away with capital ships. The 
British Government did not underrate 
the immense offensive power of aircraft, 
however, the latest weapon to be in- 
vented had always been exaggerated. 
The modern battleship had to be built 
to withstand the tremendous impact of 
hostile gun fire, discharging 1,000 pro- 
jectiles weighing nearly a ton each, in 
about an hour and a half; the bomb 
was consequently no new problem; de- 
fense formerly required a_ horizontal 
gun, now it required one which could 
fire vertically. What could be safely pre- 
dicted was a terrific concentrated fire 
from anti-aircraft guns. The Admiralty 
had conducted a number of secret ex- 
periments to enable them to develop ade- 
quate protection against the air menace 
both by anti-aircraft guns and by suit- 
able hull construction. (Royal Air Force 
Quarterly, April, 1986.) 

Lord Monsell's report, however, seems 
to have developed some critical, opposing 
views: British Admiralty opinion has 
gone on record as believing, that the 
“question of bombs versus the Battle- 
ship is not different from that of the 
vulnerability of battleships to gun-fire.” 
This statement ignores the navel stra- 
tegic aspect of the general problem; it 
ignores the vulnerability of the light 
craft which are indispensable auxiliaries 
of the battleship; if the light craft is 
destroyed, the battleships are deprived 
of their essential reconnaissance, they 
cannot proceed with confidence. The 
British fleet at Jutland was seriously 
embarrassed by its fears of running into 
minefields or submarine traps. Modern 
aircraft equipped with radio will spot 
and report the location of the fleet; it is 
probably no longer practicable to “place 
a fleet for a decisive blow” and orthodox 
naval strategy is rendered sterile. Logi- 
cal conclusions of this line of reasoning 
point to the abandonment of surface 
eraft. (Army, Navy & Air Force Gazette, 
May, 1936.) 

Comment—This is not a mere suppo- 
sition! At least one member of the 
British Empire has taken the final step: 
the Government of South Africa has sus- 
pended its naval service in 1984, It has 
now a five-year plan for the development 
of an air force; it is proposed to train 
1,000 pilots and 5,000 mechanics; 12 
squadrons with 5 high-speed multi- 
engined bombers are to be organized as 
well as an anti-tank battalion. The 
Union Government apparently remem- 
bers the exploits of the elusive De Wet 
who was hunted on horse and foot from 
1901 to 1903, but when he took to the 
field again, in 1914, he was run down 
easily by a few motor cars in so many 
weeks? 


Aviation and Sea Power—There is no 

question that the positions of the 
British Fleet in the Mediterranean has 
been regarded as precarious since the in- 
ception of the British-Italian controversy 
and that the potentialities of the Italian 
Air Force have been a decisive factor in 
staying England’s hand; it is already 
apparent that the traditional naval race 
between guns and armour is expanded 
to an equally important controversy be- 
tween Air Power and Sea Power? 

British Views—The air arm is already 
able to play an analogous role to that 
of the fleet, by its mere presence and 
combat availability—the principle of 
“the fleet in being” (action par in- 
fluence); their missions are generally 
analogous i.e. control of international 
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communications, but neither the Navy 
or the Air Force can be decisive solely 
through operations against hostile stra- 
tegic communications. In spite of the 
technical progress of aviation, the major 
naval powers believe that the fleet is 
still indispensable for the ultimate con- 
trol of the sea; this view applies par- 
ticularly to Great Britain. Sir H. Rus- 
sell considers a possible readjustment of 
tasks and missions, within the fleet, but 
not a “substitution”; he believes that 
anti-aircraft defensive measures have 
kept pace with the growing air menace; 
the deck of ships of the Nelson class, for 
instance can only be perforated by 2,000 
pound bombs that must be dropped from 
a height of at least 17,000 feet (this is 
questioned outright by another naval ex- 
pert in a recent article in the Daily Tele- 
graph, The vast distance involved in 
control of the sea, is an adverse factor 
operating against aircraft; modern bom- 
bers can curry only one or two 2,000- 
pound bombs and still maintain adequate 
fuel capacity; they must then make a 
long return flight for the replenishment 
of ammunition; 100 planes with 2000- 
pound bombs cannot deliver as great a 
weight, in projectiles, as a single salvo 
of the (U. 8.) battle fleet; the rate of 
delivery of such a salvo is one to two 
minutes, while it will take hours for the 
bombers to make a return trip for am- 
munition and continue the attack, and 
stage another attack, 

On the other hand, certain advantages 
accrue to aviation especially as an aux- 
iliary to fleet action; distant reconnais- 
sance, in particular, is enormously in- 
creased; from a height of 3,000 feet the 
plane can survey an area of 320 kms. 
diameter, which displaces in flight, at 
the rate of 6 km. a minute; in submarine 
defense, planes can readily spot and at- 
tack submarines, even submerged. 


The British viewpoint consequently re- 
gards the Naval air arm as an “aux- 
iliary” to the fleet. 


U. S. Views—The American attitude 
is analogous with the British; the fleet 
controls naval aviation and the entire 
aviation equipment is largely influenced 
by tactical and strategic fleet require- 
ments. 

Italian Views—The Italian viewpoint 
differs, in principle, from the British; 
the doctrine of General Douhet has exer- 
cised a profound influence on Italian 
practices. Naval war is regarded as no 
longer a conflict between ships; a new 
decisive factor has been introduced: the 
air arm. Cooperation between naval and 
air forces is essential but cannot be 
effected by “subordination” of the air 
arm but rather by maintaining the inde- 
pendence of action of each arm; this 
coordination is accomplished through the 
operation of a Joint High Command, 
that assigns definite missions or tasks; 
the following are regarded as suitable 
missions for the air arm; the enemy fleet 
in port and at sea; hostile airdromes; 
hostile naval and air bases; while avia- 
tion can support the fleet directly 
through reconnaissance and attack on 
targets of opportunity, the principle of 
“mass,” inherent in Douhet’s doctrine, 
is safeguarded by limiting the Navy con- 
trol to a relatively small number of 
naval planes. 

French Views—The French ideas seem 
to hold a middle-ground between the 
British and the Italians. Land based 
aviation is regarded as particularly im- 
portant and effective in support of fleet 
action, especially in the Western Medi- 
terranean; the range of modern planes 
is such that the entire Mediterranean 





area can be reached by them; the French 
have “air bases” distributed in strategic 
locations that are designed for direct 
fleet support. Italy has accomplished a 
similar regional control in the Eastern 
Mediterranean through bases in the 
Dodecanese and the African colonies. 
For command control, the French dis- 
tinguish between “Aeronautique Mari- 
time Autonome” i. e. independent naval 
air forces located along the Mediter- 
ranean coast, and an “Aeronautique 
Maritime de Cooperation Navale non em- 
barquee” i. e. land based aviation for 
coastal patrol and distant reconnais- 
sance, and an “Aviation Embarquee” i. e. 
carrier-based aviation; the last two cate- 
gories are controlled by the Navy De- 
partment while the first belongs to the 
French “Air Army” but is ordinarily re- 
leased to the Navy because of the techni- 
cal character of naval operations. (Mili- 
tar Wochenblatt, April, 1936.) 


Effectiveness of Bomb Attacks—It is 

possible that General Douhet repre- 
sents the extreme of bouyant confidence 
in the efficacy of air operations while 
the British Admiralty, in the person of 
Lord Monsell (see: Bombs vers Battle- 
ships) represents a more conservative 
opinion? The Admiralty’s bland views 
may be over optimistic or the unknown 
result of their secret experiments may 
have furnished ample justification? At 
any rate, factual data on the efficacy of 
bombs are highly desirable and while 
their effect upon modern ships is not 
generally determined, their historical 
effect, in the World War, is accurately 
known and may be said to suggest most 
sinister possibilities. 


The Germans made over a hundred 
air-raids; it was not so much the mate- 
rial damage caused, that made these 
raids justifiable as to results, but the 
expensive defensive installations and es- 
tablishments which they made necessary. 


The actual amounts of damage, from 
1914 to 1918 was less than 15,000,000 


dollars and appr. 5,000 casualties, but 
the anti-aircraft defensive organization 
that was maintained to meet this threat 
included 450 A.A. guns, 600 search-lights, 
376 planes and a personnel of 13,000; 
this immense organization (appr. 30 
A.A, regiments) was never confronted 
by a hostile force of more than 27 to 438 
bombers (May 19, 1918.) 

There are some suggestive data re- 
garding the effectiveness of bombs; the 
Germans used both high explosives and 
incendiary bombs; the idea of creating 
panic and disorder by starting fires is 
ruthless but sound; the incendiary types 
failed to function adequately, but there 
is no doubt that since the war a more 
satisfactory article has been developed. 
Bombs weighing from 100 to 2,000 Ibs. 
were dropped; the damage by smaller 
bombs was ordinarily limited to the 
locality or building struck; with larger 
bombs, the destruction was wide spread; 
a 600-lb. bomb dropped on Camberwell 
damaged about 200 houses; a 2,000-lb. 
bomb dropped on February 8, 1918, de- 
molished 23 houses and damaged 400 
more. The 600-lb. bomb is a size that 
can be used in quantities with modern 
equipment but the 2,000-lb. bomb is by 
no means an exception. 

The problem of shelter in densely 
populated areas is consequently very 
grave; people are frightened and doubt 
the efficacy of their houses as adequate 
shelter; there is nothing in the record 
of these air raids, that inspires much 
confidence in ordinary dwellings and 
even in substantial buildings, the pro- 








tection may be illusory; the Oldham 
Printing Works was being used as gq 
shelter, a substantial structure with 


three concrete floors up to 9-in. thick. 
ness; had the bomb gone through the 
roof, the damage might have been con- 
fined to the upper floors; as it was, the 
bomb struck alongside the building; the 
lower part of the main walls and sup. 
porting piers were shattered; the im- 
mediate superstructure caved in; the 
debris buried those seeking shelter jp 
the basement; 38 were killed and 85 
injured. 

There seems to be no alternate to the 
house, except the trench — which is 
splinterproof, blast proof, fire proof and 
can be made gas-tight. (Vol. IV. “The 
War in the Air.” H. A. Jones. Oxford 
University Press, just off the press.) 

After all, Douhet’s ideas may not be 
exaggerated: At any rate, a famous 
French World War commander, Marsha) 
Pétain has this to say, in a preface to 
Col. Vautier’s “General Douhet’s Doe- 
trine of War” :—“. . . Douhet’s work is an 
inexhaustible source of ideas. Let us 
beware of lightly calling utopist and 
dreamer one who will perhaps one day 
be recognized as a prophet’—and this 
phrase might well serve as an epitaph 
to that American Douhet, the late Brig. 
Gen. William Mitchell. 


4 French Experimental Parachute Units 
—The French War Department has 
recently authorized the formation of two 
experimental companies of parachute 
jumpers, at Chartres and Algiers. This 
news might be interpreted as an index 
of the degree of cooperation and exchange 
of military ideas between the Russian 
Soviets and France, since the Russians 
are undoubtedly pioneers in the field of 


mass parachute jumping; in the fall 
maneuvers of 1935, in the vicinity of 


Kiev, a whole battalion was dropped, 
with arms and ammunition, and were in 
combat readiness on the terrain within 
a few minutes of the descent. 

The problem of employment and 
organization of these special units pre- 
sented itself; it is contemplated to engage 
them in “covering missions,” in operation 
against the flank and rear of the enemy, 
the seizure of important terrain features 
in rear of the enemy dispositions, etc., or 
“harassing missions” and the destruction 
of sensitive points on the enemy lines of 
communication, etc. These missions will 
eventually involve combat and require in- 
fantry training, i. e., these units are 
essentially “infantry transported by air”; 
however, in order to prepare them for the 
difficult feat of jumping, they will be 
quartered in airdromes and _ associate 
closely with aviation units; at present, 
only volunteers are to be enrolled. The 
interior organization of such a “com- 
pagnie de chasseurs parachutiste” aims 
at great defensive strength, i. e., 3 pla- 
toons with auto-rifles and 1 platoon heavy 
machine-guns; certain financial induce- 
ments, like the extra-pay for aviators, 
are also contemplated. (Revue d’Infan- 
terie. February 1936.) 


Foreign Views on Employment of 

Tanks — France — Certain experts 
visualize the eventual employment of 
large masses of tanks, of a veritable 
tank army of 10,000 to 15,000 tanks in 
operation. This is not regarded as an 
exaggerated figure, for 1936, since 48 
early as 1919, the British planned a 
tank force of 10,000 vehicles? Present- 
day means of production of motor 
vehicles, particularly in the United 
States, practically assure such an out- 
put. A curious comparison is made 0 
construction costs or expenditures of ma- 
terials, as between tanks and expendi- 
tures in artillery ammunition: the artil- 
lery concentrations in April, 1917, e&x- 
pended over 100,000 tons of metal in a 
10-day bombardment : in the metal alone, 
tanks might have given better value? 
(Revue Mil Francaise, Oct., 1935.)

were Mark V_ British Heavy Tanks. 
Tanks had never been used at night 
before; the terrain was relatively un- 


known; an observation plane happened 
to spot the advance; the Germans held 
their fire until the leading tanks crossed 
their lines, then flares went up and 
heavy concentrations of every kind of 
fire fell on the tanks and escort; the fire 
directed primarily against the tanks 
caused severe losses in the accompanying 
battalion which was obliged to retire.

Japanese Army—T'ank Equipment. 
The Japanese Army has gone _ into 
mechanization rather extensively since 


1931, after an experimental period of 
testing certain foreign models (Renault 
17; Whippet-A; St. Chaumond 1924; 
Carden Lloyd). Three tank regiments 
have been organized since that date, of 
three battalions of 60 tanks each; this 
allotment is to be increased to 150-170 
per battalion. The Japanese produce 
their own tanks now: a light tank. Model 
12; Wt. 3 tons; speed 31 miles per hour ; 
4 H.P. air-cooled motor; armament: 2 
MG. (1 heavy) in turret; this type is 
used in cooperation with cavalry and 
armoured cars. The “Etsu B” tank is 
an adaptation of the French Renault. 
The medium tank “Model 89” is a copy 
of the British Vickers C 27: Wt. 10 tons, 
speed: 18.6 mi.; armament: (1) 3.7 gun 
and (2) M.G. There is also a heavy 
“Model 91”; Wt. 18 tons; speed: 15% 
ni.; armament: 1 cannon and 4 M.G. 
The Japanese used the light tank in 
Manchuria for troop transport and dis- 
tribution of supplies and ammunition in 
the combat zone; tank training appears 
to be thorough with stress laid on marks- 
manship. 


Armoured Cars—Initially, the Japa- 
nese Army employed foreign models 
(Vickers-Crossly and Rolls-Royce). In 
1982, they began constructing their own 
“model 2592”; weight: 5.8 tons; speed: 
% mi.; armament: 2 M.G., one in a 
evolving turret; the Marines employ a 
‘wheel car with half-tracks; the arma- 
ment of 3 M.G. includes one for anti- 
aircraft fire; another model is reported 
to have interchangeable wheels for use 
rails. It is understood that the 
armmouree cars failed to give satisfactory 
‘ervice in Manchuria and may be re- 
Dlaced by light tanks; at present, the 
Army is equipped with about 300 cars. 

otorization—The progress in motori- 
tion has been slower than in the tank 





types; at present each division employs 
appr. 75 trucks for the supply services. 
It is contemplated to motorize organic- 
ally one mixed regiment per division, to 
consist of: (1) battery F.A., (1) Tank 
Co., (1) Motor-Cyclist Co. and Chem. 
W. Platoon; it is obvious that this unit 
can be useful in mobile situations, recon- 
naissance, envelopment, pursuit etc.; the 
divisional artillery remains animal 
drawn, for the present, but medium and 
heavy artillery are being motorized. 
(Sankt Christophorus, 1935). Comments: 
This unit, designated as a mixed regi- 
ment, is probably an experimental fast 
unit, similar to the “reconnaissance bat- 
talions” employed with many foreign 
divisions and for the same purpose: in- 
creased reconnaissance facilities, at 
greater distances, in view of the possi- 
bility of enemy raids by mechanized 
formations. 


Would Count Medical Service 

Legislation permitting officers of the 
Army Medical Corps to count for pur- 
poses of promotion all active service as 
officers of the Medical Reserve Corps 
rendered between April 23, 1908 and 
April 6, 1917, was passed by the House, 
June 15. 

The House, without debate approved 
HR 8874, which would benefit some 205 
Medical officers. Two obstacles are still 
in the path of the measure, however. The 
Senate must pass the measure and it 
must be signed by the President. Presi- 
dential approval is quite doubtful, in the 
event the Senate acts favorably, for the 
War Department has consistently op- 








posed crediting Medical officers with this 
service. 

In approving the bill, the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee stated: 


The purpose of this bill is to give to officers 
of the Medical Corps credit for services per- 
formed by them as Army doctors while on 
active duty with the Army as Reserve officers 
prior to 1917. Similar services performed as 
full-time contract surgeons by officers of the 
Medical Corps is now counted for all purposes 
and there seems to be no sufficient reason for 
considering services of a civilian under a con- 
tract with the Army as of a higher order 
or of superior type to full-time active ser- 
vice under a Reserve commission, and indeed, 
legally it would appear that they are ac- 
tually now entitled to count their services 
as Reserve officers. General Crowder, then the 
Judge Advocate General, so ruled in 1920, 
but his views as to the proper construction 
of the law were not accepted by Mr. Baker, 
then Secretary of War, and succeeding Sec- 
retaries have followed Mr. Baker's example. 


Secretary of War Dern, in a letter to the 
Military Committee last August, opposed pas 
sage of the bill. Recounting the action of the 
War Department in 1920, he went on to say: 

This question has since been before the 
War Department a number of times, and in 
each instance the Department has consistently 
adhered to its decision of 1920, by rejecting 
the counting of such service. 

There are now 205 Medical Corps officers 
who would benefit if service in the Medical 
Reserve Corps prior to April 6, 1917, were 
counted for promotion, Officers of this group 
upon entering active service definitely under- 
stood that the grade of first lieutenant was 
the only one authorized in the Medical Re- 
serve Corps and that there was no chance for 
promotion within that Corps. They were also 
aware of the opportunity open to them for 
appointment in the Regular Army. Many took 
advantage of the opportunity thus afforded 
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them, and were appointed after satisfying 
the examinational requirements; others en- 
deavored to qualify from time to time, but 
failed to fulfill the requirements; and still 
others did not avail themselves of such privi- 
lege. Many of the Preserve officers who had 
failed to qualify for appointment in the 
Medical Corps prior to April 6, 1917, were ad- 
mitted to the Regular Army in 1920, under 
the more liberal policy then in effect of accept- 
ing officers who had rendered satisfactory 
service during the World War. 

As a result of the exhaustive studies that 
have been devoted to this subject, the War 
Department is firmly convinced that its pro- 
cedure is just and in accordance with the 
best interests of the Medical Corps as a whole, 
and that the existing list as fixed and main- 
tained for 15 years should by all means be 
preserved. Relative standing on the list was 
established originally by competitive exami- 
nation, and to credit at this time active ser- 
vice under Medical Reserve commissions be- 
tween 1908 and 1917, as equivalent to Regular 
Service for purposes of promotion would seri- 
ously disarrange the list with demoralizing 
effects on the personnel of the Medical Corps,

the point of considering that your military 
training had been completed I think that your 
usefulness to the army would be at an end. 

Officers selected for Leavenworth and the 
War College are chosen only after the most 
careful consideration, Each Chief of Branch 
personally makes the recommendations for 
these schools and the selections are reviewed 
in my office with the utmost care. The rule 
to which we scrupulously adhere is that the 
interests of the Government are paramount to 
those of the individual. Of course no officer is 
chosen as a student unless he has a splendid 
record, but no officer is sent here as a reward 
for past performance. He is selected because 
his success in the Army has indicated that 
his potentialities for future leadership war- 
rant the Government in expending the time 
and money necessary to increase his capabili- 
ties for command and General Staff duty. 

Undoubtedly all of you are planning to con- 
tinue your military education, either formally 
through duty at service schools, or less 
formally through private study and research. 
Probably many of you hope to attend the 
Army War College. This is a very laudable 
ambition and I hope that you may realize it. 
Necessarily the classes at the War College are 
relatively small and the requirements for 
selection are consequently very rigid. Stu- 
dents at the War College are chosen not 
merely because they wish to attend but be- 
cause it is to the interests of the War Depart- 
ment to send them there. Having in mind the 
need of highly trained officers to perform im- 
portant peace-time tasks and also to fill 
specified key positions in war the department 
makes its selections solely on the basis of 
demonstrated merit. 

In an effort to secure special consideration 
of their qualifications for the War College 
or for some other important detail officers 
occasionally attempt to bring influence to 
bear on War Department officials. I want to 
assure you gentlemen that every applicant 
is given the most careful consideration and 
that each officer’s record is studied before 
any action is taken, If an officer’s record does 
not warrant the assignment sought he will 
not receive it. Any effort of an officer to 
use other than the established procedure 
to secure consideration is an indication that 
he may not be as desirable a selection as 
one who is willing to stand solely on his 
record of military efficiency. Your best 
recommendation for the War College or for 
any other important assignment is the 
highest possible standard of duty performed. 

The members of this class are fortunate in 
having among the faculty and students a 
large number of officers who had actual 
combat experience. Instruction in the art of 
war becomes much more realistic when 
viewed by one who has served on the battle- 
field. Officers who were at the front in the 
World War, even in a minor capacity, bring 
to the problems in this course a practical 
application that is extremely valuable to 
them and to their fellow-students. 

With the passing of years the time is 
definitely in sight when we shall have no 
officers as students at this school who saw 
kervice in the World War. This is extremely 
unfortunate because with the passing of the 
World War officers and with our experiences 
in that war retreating into the more distant 
past, I fear there may be a real danger that 
“our military training will become too theo- 
retical and academic, that it may lack that 
practical simplicity so essential to battle 
success, Our theoretical training at our ser- 
vice schools must be buttressed by fleld 
‘exercises. These maneuvers to be successful 
should be accompanied by considerable troop 
‘concentrations. This is expensive but neces- 
‘gary. 

One of the real achievements of Leaven- 
worth is in bringing together for a year 
outstanding officers of all of the branches of 
the Army. By association and discussion the 
viewpoint of each officer is broadened. He 
acquires an excellent knowledge of the 
powers and limitations of other arms. He 
becomes intimately acquainted with officers, 
with many of whom he will serve in posi- 
‘tions of increasing responsibility in peace 
and perhaps in war. Everyone in the Great 
War learned how tremendously important 
it was to have a confidence, born of close 
association, in the officers with whom one 
served. 

On leaving here most of you will be as- 
signed to duty with troops. In the conduct 
of troop training you will quickly learn the 
value of your studies here. The success ‘or 
failure of troop training is almost entirely 
due to the capacity or lack of capacity of 
the senior officers in charge. We frequently 
hear it said that one nationality or one racé 
produces soldiers superior to those of any 
other race or nationality. This is a fallacy 
unworthy of serious consideration, The truth 
is that any individual of normal intelligence 
may be eventually trained to _ perforni 
ereditably every duty required of a soldier. 
The training of the soldier is the responsi- 
bility of the officer. The quality of an army, 
therefore, is almost wholly dependent on thé 
ability of its officers. 





Hannibal led a polygot, nondescript army 
composed of Libyans, Numidians, Spaniards, 
Gauls and Italians to the gates of Rome, 
annihilating Roman legions that outnum- 
bered his forces two or three to one, He 
maintained his army for sixteen years in 
an enemy country, fighting continuously 
against patriotic Romans united in the de- 
sire to expel the invader. Hannibal's success 
was due to his superb leadership, to the 
confidence that all of his men of widely 
divergent racial origin had in that leader- 
ship, and to the great ability of his sub- 
ordinate officers. History is replete with 
similar instances of small, ill-equipped 
armies overcoming seemingly insurmountable 
handicaps, solely through superior leader- 
ship. 

In the United States the function of our 
army is to be prepared to defend the nation. 
We hope by occupying a position of readir 
ness to lessen the likelihood of being en- 
gaged in war. The training of our army can 
never be static. While our forces must neces- 
sarily be small they should be highly effi- 
cient. We often speak of the great desira- 
bility of mobility, of the necessity of avoid- 
ing ponderous organizations, encumbered 
with heavy impedimenta, in order that our 
troops may move rapidly in any direction 
indicated by a changing situation, So, too, 
we should keep our minds mobile. Our ser- 
vice schools will do more harm than good 
if they tend to produce grooved thinking. 
They will be worse than useless if they so 
indoctrinate our officers with fixed rules of 
warfare that it becomes impossible or at 
least difficult to recognize changed condi- 
tions, new developments that require a re- 
consideration of fixed notions. The world is 
moving rapidly and warfare is keeping pace 
with modern progress in other fields. New 
inventions, modern transportation, improved 
weapons, all tend to modify old methods. 
The progressive officer will never cease to 
adapt his military views to changed condi- 
tions. 

A generation or two ago army officers were 
usually stationed at isolated frontier posts 
and their contacts with civilians were some- 
what infrequent. All that has been changed. 
The garrison of an army post is now an 
integral part of the local community. It is 
your duty and the duty of all other army 
officers to develop a local interest, to know 
personally the prominent citizens of the 
community in which you are stationed, and 
to take an intelligent interest in all matters 
of ‘a civie nature, This, of course, does not 
mean political activity, but it does include 
social and fraternal association, interest in 
veterans’ societies and a personal identifica- 
tion with the locality that cannot be other- 
wise than beneficial to the officer and to 
the army. 

Many of you will command companies and 
battalions. You will have under you both 
officers and enlisted men, It is the clear duty 
of every commanding officer to know inti- 
mately—not merely officially—every officer 
of his command, He should lead and advise 
in such a way as to gain and retain the 
confidence of his subordinates. To him the 
younger officers should look for guidance in 
many ways not prescribed by regulations. 
An alert commanding officer can scent trou- 
ble from afar and a word of friendly counsel 
will often make unnecessary disciplinary 
action. If he has reason to believe that a 
subordinate is living beyond his means, is 
assuming obligations that he may not be 
able to discharge, or is becoming involved 
in difficulties that may prove embarassing, 
the commanding officer should act promptly 
and unofficially. Usually a quiet, informal 
and confidential talk with the subordinate 
will prove sufficient. Out of his wider ex- 
perience a superior can give to a junior that 
sympathetic understanding so invaluable in 
human relationships. 


Company officers should know and under- 
stand the characteristics of each enlisted 
man in the organization. This is especially 
desirable now when there are so many re- 
cruits in each unit. With the increase in 
the enlisted strength of the army recently 
authorized by the Congress it has become 
necessary for each company to absorb an 
unusually large allotment of recruits. The 
men now being enlisted in the army are of 
an exceptionally high type. They are for 
the most part well educated and the indi- 
cations are that they will become fine 
soldiers. Nevertheless they are young; the 
experience they are receiving in the army is 
entirely new to them. They are apt to be- 
come confused, unsettled and homesick. Their 
future value to the service is directly de- 
pendent on the tact and intelligence of their 
company officers and noncommissioned offi- 
cers. The careful treatment of recruits will 
have a direct and immediate effect on de- 
sertions, absence, debts and other delin- 
quencies. 

There is a tendency of company officers 
to visit their organizations and to see their 
enlisted personnel only in connection with 
giving orders or making inspections. This is 
wrong. A company commander can never 
know his men in this way. The proper ad- 
ministration of a company is a duty of high 





importance and one to which the commander 
should devote himself whole-heartedly. The 
efficiency of a company commander and that 
of his outfit are inseparable. The soldier 
appreciates fair and impartial treatment and 
is quick to resent anything that savors of 
injustice. It is a good military rule never 
to make an exception to an order, a regu- 
lation or a principle. It is the exceptions 
which cause a world of trouble. 

An old maxim that is applicable to offi- 
cers and soldiers of all ranks is that one 
should never by any action or omission cause 
the slightest difficulty or embarassment for 
his immediate superior. Adherence to this 
rule will eliminate most of the difficulties 
and annoyances that harass military per- 
sonnel, 

Most of you have now reached what might 
be termed the midpoint of your career as 
army officers. You have completed your ap- 
prenticeship and have demonstrated your 
qualifications for important assignments. If 
in the past you have found your army career 
interesting the probabilities are that you 
will find your future service increasingly so. 
Your responsibilities will be greater, and 
the opportunities for material contributions 
to your country’s welfare will likewise in- 
crease. The army officer foregoes many ad- 
vantages that the civillan possesses—the 
opportunity for financial enrichment, the 
pleasure of a fixed abode and the partici- 
pation in business and political activities. 
However, he has in the army the security of 
an assured career, the knowledge that he is 
performing an important public service, and 
an opportunity for the advancement of his 
personal knowledge that is afforded by few 
other professions. Some there may be who 
look upon the recompense of a military 
eareer as small, but there is always to be 
found in the army that great personal satis- 
faction that comes of the knowledge of im- 
portant duty well performed. 

Again I wish to congratulate you on your 
achievement in graduating from this great 
school. I hope that you and your families 
will find your new stations satisfactory and 
your new duties pleasant, and that the fu- 
ture will hold for all of you an abundance 
of happiness.

Nat. Guard and Reserve Pensions 
Officers and enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard would be made eligible for 
Federal pension benefits if disabled by 
reason of injury or disease incurred 
“while in attendance at encampments, 
maneuvers, or other exercises, or at ser- 
vice schools” under the terms of legisla- 
tion which passed the House, June 15. 

The House tacked an amendment to 
this effect on an Administration-spon- 
sored bill, which had already passed the 
Senate, restoring the right of Reserve 
officers to pensions for disability in- 
curred while on training duty. And in 
amending the bill, S. 4026, the House, 
probably inadvertently, nullified the ef- 
fect of that portion of the bill aiding the 
Reservists. 

Enactment of the House amendment, 
observers point out, would have the 
effect of making the Guardsmen eligible 
for Federal pension for disability in- 
curred while not in Federal service, for 
while attending Summer encampment, 
maneuvers, service schools and exercises, 





they are, under the National Defenge 
Act, considered to be in State service. 
Only in an emergency, when called into 
active service by the President of the 
United States are members of the Ng. 
tional Guard, under the law, considereg 
to be in Federal service. Except under 
the latter circumstance, it is said 
Guardsmen are not subject to Army digs. 
cipline and can be tried and punished 
only by State authority. Inasmuch ag 
the proposal would give Federal pension 
rights to personnel not in Federal ger. 
vice, Administration opposition is ey. 
pected, and in the event the Senate 
agrees to the amendment, a veto is pre. 
dicted. 

National Guardsmen, on the _ other 
hand, argue that only a technicality of 
law is involved and that when a map 
becomes disabled while engaged in duty 
authorized by the National Defense Act 
in furtherance of the military prepared. 
ness of the United States, he is entitled 
to be cared for. Some of the States, it 
is pointed out, have provided pensions 
for members of the Guard disabled under 
these circumstances. Many States have 
not done so, however, and Guard leaders 
believe that ‘the Federal Government 
should assume the duty of caring for 
men who become disabled in the course 
of duty which is primarily for the benefit 
of the Federal Government. 

The original bill, as drawn by the War 
Department, would simply have elimi- 
nated the words “except for training” 
from the Act of June 15, 1933. Prior to 
the passage of this law, which is the 
present basic act for the National Guard 
of the United States, Reserve officers had 
pensionable status whenever called to 
active duty. 6] 

During the very brief debate on the 
floor of the House, when the measure 
was considered, it was stated that the 
amendment “was proposed by the adju- 
tant generals of the several states.” The 
text of the bill as passed by the Senate 
is given below, together with the amend- 
ment adopted by the House. As will be 
seen, the House amendment emasculates 
the original bill. Apparently, what was 
intended was to strike out the period 
after the word “training” rather than 
strike out that word. 

Be it enacted, etc., That section 112 of the 
National Defense Act, as amended by the act 
of June 15, 1933 (48 Stat. 161), be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
phrase “except for training.” 

Amendment offered by Mr. Costello: Page 
1, line 6, strike out the word “training” and 
insert in lieu thereof the following: “Pro- 
vided, That for the purposes of this section 
the service of officers, warrant officers, the 
enlisted men of the National Guard or of the 
National Guard of the United States while en 
route to or from or during their attendance 
at encampments, maneuvers, or other exer- 
cises, or at service schools, under the pro- 
visions of sections 94, 97, and 99 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of June 3, 1916, a8 
amended, shall be considered as service undet 
a call or order into the active service of the 
United States.”

fying cadets: Provided further, That the 
transportation privileges authorized by sec- 
tion 12 of the act of Congress approved May 
18, 1920, shall apply only to enlisted men of 
the first three grades. Provided further, 
That nothing herein shall be construed to 
authorize any increase in the number of the 
enlisted personnel of the Regular Army.” 

Sec. 2. All laws and parts of laws in con- 
fict with the provisions of this act are re- 
pealed as of the effective date of this act. 

The matter of grades and ratings for 
DEML is still under consideration by the 
War Department and will be published 
as soon as the necessary data has been 
received from the field and approved by 
the Chief of Staff. 

The text of the War Department an- 
nouncement giving the distribution of the 
additional grades and ratings follows: 

“A measure which the War Depart- 
ment has been advocating for several 
years leading to a fairer and more 
equitable promotion system among its 


enlisted personnel has been made pos- 
sible by congressional legislation this 
year. 

“The old distribution of grades and 
ratings among enlisted men was en- 
tirely inadequate. The motorization and 


mechanization changed the entire com- 
plexion of specialist ratings among the

various branches. The increase in en- 
listed men, all of whom had been arbi- 
trarily placed in the lowest grade, de- 
manded a proportionate share of non- 
commissioned officers. The duties per- 


formed by certain grades demand far 
more intelligence than has obtained 


heretofore. For these reasons the in- 
crease in grades and ratings provided 
by Congress will result in a marked in- 
crease in the morale and efficiency of 
the Army’s enlisted personnel. 

“Due to the method prescribed for 
the increase in personnel, the additional 
grades and ratings will be made in an 
initial increase on July 1st in accordance 
with Table 2 below, to be followed by 
twelve increments during the year so as 
to bring the additional grades and rat- 
ings up to the final allotment shown in 
Table 1, on July 1, 1937, when the 
strength of the Army reaches its maxi- 
mum of 165,000 enlisted men. 

“The Chiefs of Arms and Services are 
now expediting their recommendations 
for the necessary sub-allotments of 
grades and ratings within their organi- 
zations, in order that promotions may be 
made as soon as possible after July 1, 
1936. 

“The total distribution of additional 
grades and ratings to be made in the

Deficiency Appropriations 

Carrying approximately $17,000,000 in 
additional funds for National Defense, 
the Deficiency Appropriations Bill was 
passed by Congress this week. 

Conferees of the Senate and House 
agreed as follows on disputed items af.- 
fecting the Army and Navy: approved 
$100,000 to permit National Guard units 
to be ordered to attend the National 
Rifle Matches; approved $150,000 as- 
sembly and repair shop at Naval Air 
Station, Norfolk, Va. to replace facilities 
destroyed by fire; allowed $5,000 for ex- 
penses incident to acceptance of Rogers 
ship model collection; provides funds for 
southern trip of Marine Band; approved 
funds for United States participation in 
Ninth International Congress of Military 
Medicine and Pharmacy; disapproved 
appropriation of $2,500 for a memorial 
to persons killed in the Shenandoah dis- 
aster; disapproved provision for retired 
officers on duty at Soldiers Home to 
receive active duty pay. 





Opposes Reserve Armories 

The Navy Department is opposed to 
the expenditure of regular Navy appro 
priations for Naval Reserve armories, it 
informed Congress this week. 

Reporting on H. R. 124774, to provide 
an armory at San Diego, Acting Secre 
tary of the Navy Adolphus Andrews 
said: 

“The Navy Department recognizes the 
need of the Naval Reserve organizations 
at San Diego for facilities more suitable 
than can now be provided, but the pro}- 
ect contemplated by this bill has not 
yet been assigned a priority relative to 
other naval public works. This item, 
therefore, did not appear on the list of 
public-works projects submitted to Con 
gress and subsequently included in the 
bill H. R. 11584. 

“The Navy Department considers that 
the erection and maintenance of Naval 
and Marine Reserve armories should be 
accomplished by States or other local 
units or by allocations from Federal 
emergency funds, and that regular naval 
appropriations should be reserved for 
more urgent needs. The enactment of 
this bill and subsequent acceptance of 
the site would obligate the Navy Depart- 
ment to obtain funds for erection and 
maintenance of the armory itself, there 
fore, it is suggested that this bill be 
amended in such a way as to provide 
for transfer as a preliminary to the 
eventual construction of the armory 
under a general appropriation for Fed- 
eral buildings.” 





Jacksonville Air Base 


By unanimous consent the House, 
June 17, passed H. R. 11501, authorizing 
the acquisition of lands near Jackson- 
ville, Fla., and the construction of ® 
naval air station thereon. The Navy De 
partment does not favor the project.

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Infantry School Maneuvers 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—The potentialities 
a reenforced brigade composed of two 
yodern infantry regiments, one of which 
included the far-famed demonstration 
qnit of the 29th Infantry, received its 
frst practical field test in the five-day 
vontinuous maneuvers staged by the 
jeademic Department of the Infantry 
school last week as the final part of the 
regular course, 

The demonstration units of the School 
were augmented in the conduct of the 
feld exercises by troops of the 8th 
Brigade, which are also at Benning at 
the present time for their annual ma- 
yenver period, and the outside forces 
from the 4th Corps Area functioned well 
over the unfamiliar terrain in company 
with the highly trained organizations of 
the School. Another important feature 
of the problems was the use, for the 
first time, of two special weapons bat- 
talions in an infantry brigade, in con- 
trast to the one actual, and one stimu- 
lated, which have prevailed hither-to. 

The infantry brigade as organized for 
the maneuver included motorized field 
and combat trains in addition to the two 
special weapons, or 4th Battalion, units. 
The total number of automotive vehi- 
des therefore approximated nearly 400 
when the attached units of cavalry, ar- 
tillery, engineers, medical and chemical 
warfare service are considered. This 
feature of the maneuver, emphasizing as 
it did the mobility of such a force raised 
many questions as to the powers and 
limitation of such type transport. 

The tactical vehicles as well as those 
pertaining to the service. elements of- 
fered many problems of decision to the 
sudent commanders, and there was a 
tendency to utilize pre-motor practice 
ad teaching that was very apparent. 
Mistakes were made, particularly in not 
considering the time and space factor. 
This resulted in uneconomical use of 
motors and excessive fatigue to foot 
and animal drawn elements. The time 
has come to readjust our minds and 
think in terms of minutes and miles 
rather than hours and yards. This was 
one of the main points brought out this 
week in the critique by Lt. Col. Alvan C, 
Gillem, jr., chief umpire of the ma- 
neuvers. 

The rapidity of troop movement, 
coupled with the battle efficiency and 
seed of the new light tanks which were 
utilized in the greatest number to date 
by the School authorities, clearly dem- 
onstrated that the wars of tomorrow 
as lightning fast thrusts of personnel 
armed with rapid-fire weapons, have 
progressed from mere theory and con- 
jecture to the realm of realty, and that 
the motorized soldier, with the semi- 
alitomatic rifle will possess overwhelm- 
Ing advantages under modern combat 
conditions. 

_ Another vital factor became apparent 
i communications when it was seen 
that the endeavour to use wire to main- 
lain contact during the advance instead 
of radio was questionable, and that con- 
seuently information to the rear was 
hot sent back in sufficient quantity nor 
speedily enough to form the picture for 
the commander of such a mobile force. 

The maneuver was drawn to illus- 
trate the operations of a reenforced in- 
fantry brigade for the purpose of per- 
mitting the student officer to command 
such a unit after having studied its 
composition, theoretically, on maps and 
i other exercises. It was laid out in 
seven phases, the 1st illustrating a bri- 
£ade concentration involving movements 
of troops by train, by truck, and by 
marching. The second phase was in the 
form of a night march for troop con-

In order to get the organization de- 
sired for the formation of the brigade, 
authority was granted to form a new 
type infantry regiment from units of 
the 8th Brigade, and this combined regi- 
ment was utilized with the 29th Infan- 
try and a Headquarters Company, to 
make the 29th and 30th Infantry regi- 
ments of the 15th Brigade. 

To utilize the experience of the 8th 
Brigade officers and thus not deprive 
them of the benefits of the maneuver, an 
umpire system, working both instructors 
of the School faculty and commanders 
of the respective units was devised. 
The maneuver was controlled by use of 
radio and an umpire wire net which 
was installed and operated by members 
of the enlisted specialists communica- 
tions class. This freed all tactical wires, 
gave 24 hours’ service, and served as a 
final exercise in practical form for 
these enlisted students. 

In view of the composition of the 
force, which consisted of the Brigade 
Headquarters, two infantry regiments, 
a company of engineers, a company of 
chemical warfare troops, a regiment of 
cavalry, and one of light tanks together 
with a provisional company of medium 
tanks, the problem was drawn to illus- 
trate the concentration and likely suc- 
cessive operations of a flank detachment 
composed of all arms in the early stages 
of a campaign. 





“War in the Pacific” 

“War in the Pacific,” a study of 
navies, peoples, and battle problems. By 
Southerland Denlinger and Lt. Comdr. 
Charles B. Gary, USNR. Illustrated 
with maps and charts. Published by 
Robert M. McBride & Co., 116 East 16th 
Street, New York, N. Y. Price $3.00. 

The authors of “War in the Pacific” 
have taken a most lively and important 
subject, described and analyzed all its 
component parts, and put them together 
for a most complete picture. 

Like a football game they have de- 
scribed the situation. Part I, the Ball, 
takes up such interesting factors as the 
mission of the Navy, Ships of the Line, 
cruisers and destroyers, wings of the 
Fleet, behind the Fleet, and behind the 
Guns. Part II, is the field, and treats 
of the geographic elements, political 
elements, economics and strategy. The 
third part, the Game, analyzes two 
phases of a campaign, and its termina- 
tion. 

Splendid treatment is given the inter- 
national situation with due weight to 
all elements. As may be expected the 
volume treats amply and well of the 
Navy. “The Navy,” the preface states, 
“to the most inland and insular of 
Americans, should be a matter of con 
cern. Its cost to the taxpayer for 1936- 
37 along may total something about a 
billion dollars and it may, in some not 
too far-off day, decide his destiny and 
the destiny of his children. ‘War in the 
*acific’ is not only an attempt to make 
this taxpayer more familiar with men 
and ships, but an attempt to illuminate 
for him some of their problems, and 
the circumstances which underlie these 
problems. 

“There has been earnest effort to keep 
the writing, so far as possible, factual 
and logical—above all to avoid even the 
appearance of propaganda. But if, oe- 
casionally, some dampness of salt spray 
creeps into these pages, or the glint of 
afternoon sunlight reflected from armor, 
it is not by way of salesmanship for a 
conflict which happily may never come, 
but only because that, too, is part of the 
picture.” 

“War in the Pacific’ is a brilliant 
analysis of the problems involved in a 
possible naval war with Japan. It con- 
tains simple expositions of battleship de- 
sign and problems of fleet organization. 
And it gives a frank and somewhat vivid 
picture of three main plans of attack 
available against Japan. 

The authors utilize this live Far EKast- 
ern issue to demonstrate exactly how 
our Navy functions and what its role is 
in the life of our nation. The authors 
have written a fascinating and signifi- 
cant book enlivened by ward-room gos- 
sip, salt spray, the snap of signal flags, 





and the ominous rumblings of battle in 
the Pacific. 

With the nations of the world teeter- 
ing dangerously on the brink of war, 
“War in the Pacific” has the virtue of 
being timely, of dealing with realities 
that are of immediate concern to every 
thinking American. 





House Passes Army Engineer 
Increase Bill Authorizing 
Reserve Duty 


The House of Representatives yester- 
day passed the War Department spon- 
sored bill authorizing an increase of 185 
officers in the Commissioned strength of 
the Army, the increase to go to the 
Corps of Engineers. The House passed 
the measure as proposed by the War De- 
partment providing that the increase be 
made to the regular forces by yearly in- 
crements, but added an amendment au- 
thorizing the detailing of reserve officers 
to active duty until the increase is 
reached through regular commissions. 

The House committee originally re- 
wrote the measure so that the entire in- 
crease would be by detailing reserves to 
active duty, but since worked out the 
compromise. The Senate has passed the 
measure in its original form but is ex- 
pected to agree to the House amend- 
ment.

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Data on Port and Terminal 
Charges 

The Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors announces the publication of a 
new volume on “Port and Terminal 
Charges at United States Ports,” bring- 
ing the information up to date as of 
January 1, 1936. This report, which is 
revised annually, is published as No. 1 
of the Miscellaneous Series, and the 
present edition contains data on several 
ports not heretofore covered in the Port 
Series or in earlier editions of this re- 
port. 

“Port and Terminal Charges” contains 
information regarding port dues and 
charges at the principal ports in the 
United States and its possessions. Among 
other subjects covered are pilotage, tow- 
age, dockage, harbor dues, port warden’s 
fees, fuel, stevedore and labor charges, 
wharfage, handling, storage, and other 
services and charges at individual ports, 
with summarized information respecting 
the physical facilities and the commerce, 
Information is also given regarding the 
charges of the United States Government 
and the more important governmental 
regulations affecting the movement of ves- 
sels, freight, and passengers, these regu- 
lations generally being the same for all 
ports. 

~USMA Class of 26 

West Point—On the night of June 11, 
West Point furnished the setting for one 
of the most unique and climactic cele- 
brations that have ever been held in the 
Army. Early in the evening, some fifty 
members of the Class of 1926 gathered 
together at a nearby modern Benny 
Havens’ for a stag dinner. The gather- 
ing provided the classmates with the 
opportunity of renewing old acquaint- 
ances and also of awaiting the hour of 
12:01 A. M., at which time ten years 
of service would be completed, and, 
theoretically, these high ranking first 
lieutenants would become captains. 

The customary greetings, remi- 
niscences, and prognostications took 
place throughout the evening. At 11:55, 
however, only the more hardy souls were 
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still talking animatedly; the rest were 
either listening to the two or three con- 
firmed raconteurs or musing over the 
events of the past fourteen years. Gen- 
eral alertness was restored at this mo- 
ment by the arrival of Lt. Col. Thurston 
Hughes, the Adjutant of West Point. 
Colonel Hughes announced that he had 
arrived to present to the first lieutenants 
of the Class of 1926 certain documents, 
signed by the Secretary of War, and for- 
warded from the Adjutant General’s 
Office especially for this celebration. 

Loud were the cheers that rang out 
for Colonel Hughes, Tremendous was the 
ovation given Col. Alfred J. Booth, AGD, 
who had engineered the surprise by hav- 
ing the new commissions made up early 
and forwarded from Washington in time 
to be presented to the new captains at 
the very instant that their tenth year 
was completed. Earnest and sincere was 
the toast that was offered to absent mem- 
bers of the class and to those brother 
officers, who, in 1926, were commissioned 
from civil life. Each new captain, as he 
was sworn in by Colonel Hughes at 12:01 
on June 12, resolved anew to make his 
best a little better than it had ever been 
before. 


American-British Convention 
Urged in Navy League to 
Enforce Peace 
An American-British convention warn- 
ing the world that those two powers will 
close the seas to the commerce of, and 
all commerce with, war participants is 
being urged by officials of the Navy 
Teague of the United States. Because 
the United States and Britain, unitedly, 
“control the seas, world communications, 
and in a large measure the credit and 
world resources, without which no na- 
tion can sustain a war,” they hold, these 
two powers could force and maintain 

world peace, 

At its annual meeting held June 15, 
N. M. Hubbard, jr., who has been execu- 
tive vice president, was elected to be 
president sueceeding Nelson Macy who 
becomes editor-in-chief of the Leagues 
publication. Walter Bruce Howe was 
elected chairman of the board. 

The plea for the Anglo pact was 
voiced in the League’s publieation which 
came out a few days after the League’s 
annual meeting in New York. It stated: 

World temperatures are nearing the con- 
flagration point and the flames of world 
conflict threaten our civilization. This fact 
is written across the sky in the unmistakable 
symbols of present world conditions. 

It matters little whether we ascribe these 
conditions to economic dislocation, the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, sun spots or what have you. 
The conditions remain the same and no time 
avails in which to agree upon the causes 
or to remove them, if that were possible. 
They have brought to many nations a na- 
tional mob-like psychology which replaces 
national reason and will subside only when 
confronted with a recognized superior force. 

Such a force now exists and only awaits 
recognition by its own units. 

The United States and Britain, unitedly, 
control the seas, world communications, and 
in a large measure the credit and world 
resources, without which no nation can sus- 
tain a war. 

If either of these nations awaits the out- 
break of war to recognize and unite this 
power, it will then be too late to use it. 
Great Britain will be involved in war at the 
moment of its outbreak through her alliance 
with France and we cannot long escape in- 
volvement. There remains then only to wit- 
ness world desolation. 

Notice to the world of such an American- 
British convention before the outbreak of 
war would serve to over-ride and cancel any 
outstanding national engagements in conflict 
with its terms. 

The convention should provide that upon 
the outbreak of any war involving world 
powers and nations, the signatory nations 
will use their respective powers in a united 
effort to close the seas to the commerce of, 
and all commerce with, war participants; 
that neither of them will aid or abet any 
participant; or permit the seas to be used 
to sustain any nation engaged in war or to 
be used for the carrying on of hostilities. 

The right of sovereign nations to declare 
and carry on war upon the land will not 
be restricted but the use of the seas to con- 
tribute to the support or pursuit of such 
wars will be denied. 
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The arbitrary assumption of such power 
to control the seas is a last resort for the 
prevention of a still more arbitrary threat 
by misled nations to risk the destruction of 
Western civilization and world balance. Our 
only choice is between ultimate participation 
in their wars and the prevention of them. 

Whatever the antagonisms and jealousies 
existing between us, the British have demon- 
strated the ability to develop an island pos- 
session into a great empire and there is 
substantial truth in the statement of Ad- 
miral Dewey that “the English colonial sys- 
tem has been the mightiest factor in civili- 
zation.” 

Some of our people may denounce a parti- 
cipation with Britain in such a convention as 
just another contrivance to induce us to pull 
British chestnuts out of the fire for them. 

Just whose “chestnut” is Western civiliza- 
tion and world balance?

S. 3492 providing for the appointment 
of five distinguished educations on the 
hoard of visitors to the United States 
Military Academy.

Degrees for All Academies’ 
Graduates 

All living graduates of the Military an 
Naval Academies would be entitled to 
receive the degree of bachelor of science 
from their respective institutions under 
the terms of a bill passed by the House, 
June 15. 

The bill (HR 11922) which must be 
acted upon by the Senate, amends the 
Act of May 25, 1938 by extending its 
terms to all living graduates. That act 
authorizing the service academies to con- 
fer the B.S. degree upon its graduates 
from the date the institutions were ac- 
credited hy the Association of American 
Universities. West Point and Annapolis 
had already been approved by the Asso- 
ciation when the act passed, while simi- 
lar accrediting is expected in the near 
future for the Coast Guard Academy. 

In its report to the House urging pas- 
sage of the bill, the Military Affairs 
Committee said: 

“This act (Act of May 25, 1933) was 
but a measure of justice to the institu- 
tions of learning conducted by our Fed- 
eral Government. and made _ possible 
without cost to the Government a mer- 
ited mark of distinction for their gradu- 
ates. The academies at West Point and 
at Annapolis have been accredited by the 
Association of American Universities, 
and since the date of their being so ac- 
credited the degree of B. S. has been 
conferred upon their graduates. How- 
ever, the high standards at these insti- 
tutions have not changed since the dates 
that they made application for recogni- 
tion by the Association of American Uni- 
versities, and their past as well as their 
future graduates are entitled to have de- 
grees conferred upon them. The Asso- 
ciation of American Universities has no 
objection to the law being so changed as 
to make this possible.” 





Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federg| 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended June 10, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,476. 
000,000, unchanged from the preceding 
week and the corresponding week in 1935, 

On June 10 total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,471,000,000, a decrease of 
$18,000,000 for the week. This decrease 
corresponds with decreases of $16,000,009 
in money circulation, $36,000,000 in nop 
member deposits and other Federal Re. 
serve accounts, and $20,000,000 in Treas. 
ury cash and deposits with Federal Re. 
serve banks, and an increase of $71,000. 
000 in monetary gold stock, offset in part 
by an increase of $120,000,000 in member 
bank reserve balances and a decrease of 
$4,000,000 in Treasury and national bank 
currency. Member bank reserve balances 
on June 10 were estimated to be approxi. 
mately $2,950,000,000 in excess of legal 
requirements. 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and industrial advances. An ip. 
crease of $5,000,000 in holdings of United 
States Treasury notes was offset by a 
decrease of $5,000,000 in holdings of 
United States Treasury bills. 





President Vetoes Bill 

The President this week vetoed H. R. 
10785 which would restore former Capt. 
John B. H. Waring, MC, USA, to the 
Army. ‘ 

Captain Waring, MC, USA, was 
wholly retired from the military service 
with one year’s pay, May 5, 1917, under 
the provisions of sections 1252 and 1275, 
Revised Statutes.
